Aged and Honored Bedford Wonijvn 


Passes Away. 


Mrs. 
Annie D. Shuck, one of Bed- 


ford's most esteemed women, died 
at her home on Pitt Street at 1 
o'clock Wednesday morning, April 
24, of apoplexy, after an illness of a 
few minutes, aged 79 years and three 
days. Among the many private pa- 
pers that Mrs. Shuck left is the fol- 
lowing, which we have requested the 
privilege of publishing, which was 
written m 1902: 


"I Annie Durbin Shuck, was born 


iu the old barracks at Frederick City, 
Maryland, Apiil 21st, 1833. 


"Frederick was then and is still 


essentially a city of homes. Around 
it cluster more associations with 
America s colonial life than about 
any other town except Annapolis in 
the old state of Maryland. 


"Here upon 'Old Barracks Hill' 
stands today in the rear of the State 
Institute tor the Deat and Dumb, the 
stone barracks which were erected 
during the reign of the 'Good Queen 
Anne' for the reception of French 
prisoners, and in which, in 1754, 
George Washington, 
the youthful 


aid-de-camp of General 
Braddock, 


met in council with his general and 
Benjamin Franklin, while enroute 
for the scene of Braddock's memor- 
able defeat. Here Charles Carroll of 
Carrollton spent days and weeks dur- 
ing his historic career, the center of 
a circle of friends whose minds were 
as highly cultured and whose man- 
ners as urbane as his own. 


"Here the venerable General Scott 
was arraigned in 1849 to answer 
charges preferred against him by 
General Pillow.' Here Roger B. Tany, 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, lived during a 
quarter of a century, and here in 
1779, was born Francis Scott Key, 
the author of our national anthem, 
The Star-Spangled Banner. 


"My father moved from Frederick 


City to Cumberland, Md., in the 
spring of 1840. Here my mother 
and father died, mother in July 1842 
and father in 1848. After father's 
death I went to school in Baltimore 
and graduated (after a four years' 
course of study) from the 'Baltimore 
Collegiate Institute,' at that time the 
only female college in the state of 
Maryland. After my school days were 
ended, I went to LaFayette, Indiana, 
and spent two years with my brother 
William, who had educated me. Re- 
turning to Cumberland in 1856, my 
home was with my sister, Ruth 
Wright, until December 1858, when I 
married Samuel Shuck and came to 
Bedford, Pennsylvania, where I have 
ever since lived and where I hope 
my dust shall be laid beside that of 
my devoted husband, to await the 
resurrection of the just.

a mothei largely endowed at her 
bn th with natural qualities of a high 
order must have their influence lor 
good on all within the home circle. 
Hence her home life was beautiful. 
Home was 'iome in its truest sense 
Presiding there as s queen, with dig- 
nitj and the inmost carefulness, its 
inmates could but partake ot the 
spirit that created such an atmos- 
phere. 
To be within that influence, 


even only as a transient visitor, was 
a benediction. 


in religion Mrs. Shuck was a Meth- 


odist, born and bred in an old-school 
Methodist tamily. 
Her religious life 


was ot the piactical, everyday sort, 
and while the stream was never tur- 


j buleut or noisy it i an in a deep chan- 


nel. 
Her attitude towaid the Church 


was ever ot the helpful kind, mani- 
fested constantly m a deep interest in 
all temporal and 
spiritual move- 


ments. 
She gave treely and gladly 


ot her means and her strength to the 
interests of her beloved church. Loy- 
alty to principle was characteristic of 
her long and devoted life. 
No min- 


ister of her church ever got from her 
lips other than words of cheer and 
helpfulness.

Shuck was an ardent lover. 


She loved all things good and true— 
Church and Christian associations, 
home and family, friends and neigh- 
bors—all these had a high place in 
her affections and thoughts.

four officers were saved. 


It was the submerged ledge of an 


Iceberg of ordinary proportions that 
pent the White Star liner more than 
two miles to the bottom of the Atlan- 
tic off the Banks of Newfoundland. 
She was steaming almost full tilt 
through a gently swelling sea and un- 
der a starlit sky when at 11.40 p. m. 
she hit the berg.

Smith, whef> went down with 
her. 


New York, April 19.—After 
four 


days of suspense the Carpathia ar- 
rived at this port bearin* all that re- 
mains mortal of the thousands of 
souls wtio sailed upon the Titanic. 


Still dazed and half stunned from 


the shock of that appalling night, amid 
all their grief the surviyors in senten- 
ces interrupted by sobs and ejacula- 
tions told of brief moments of their 
experience-that had to be pieced to- 
gether to make a coherent narrative. 


It was.a narrative to thrill the soul 


•with horror. Darkness, a sea of ice, 
the huge hulk of the Titanic dotted 
with myriads of lights sowly sinking 
beneath the waves, the cries of men 
shrieking for help, of women scream- 
Ing in panic growing louder and loud- 
er with every moment, hundreds of 
men struggling in the water amid the 
cakes of ice, striving piteously to 
climb upon the overladen lifeboats, 
begging to be saved, women crying to 
their husbands to jump from the 
,decks, ship's officers threatening to 
shoot the first man who attempted to 
.enter a life-boat—no picture inferno 
ever presented such phantasmagoria. 
•Titanic Was Running at Full Speed. 


The ocean was calm as a mill-pond 


when the Titanic crushed into the ice- 
berg. It was a quarter of an hour be- 
fore midnight. Most of the passengers 
were in their cabins. 


Then came the shock of collision— 


not so violent a crash as had been de- 
picted, for there were many who were 
not even awakened by it—but enough 
to disquiet all who felt it. There was 
a general and orderly exodus to the 
Alecks. 


Sailors were scurrying hither and 


thither crying: 


"NOTHING TO BE AFRAID OF! 


THERE'S NO DANGER!" 


Some of the passengers even return- 


ed to their rooms and prepared to re- 
tire. But gradually the cessation of 
the engines' vibration caused uneasi- 
ness and the groups on the decks grew 
greater and greater. Still the sailors 
announced that there was nothing to 
be feared. 


Then, with perceptible suddenness, 


the ship began to list. 


"All 
passengers c>" deck with life 


belts," was shouted. TUL-JI j.or the first 
-time the gravity of the situation d<iv>n 
ed upon the passengers. 


The sailors, working silently and 


•without excitement, yet fast as their 
liands could move, removed the tar 
paulins from the lifeboats and—terse- 
ly, without excitement—came the or- 
der, repeated upon every side: 


"Women and children in the life- 


boats!" 


The sailors helped ihe nearest wo- 


men and children into the boats. And 
—it was the beginning of excitement 
—other Sailors began to lower the 
boats. 


Men Laughed as Boats Filled. 


- Thus far the men, standing idly by, 
failing entirely to grasp the 
signifi- 


cance of the moment, had helped the 
sailors. Many of the passengers re- 
port that the men were laughing. 


"We'll be 'safer here on the 


than in that cockle-shell!" one man 
cried to his wife as she was helped 
ever the rail. 


But the Titanic settled deeper in tlie 


ocean and it was difficult for the men 
to remain on their feet. Then it was 
tha.t the appalling nature of it dawned 
upon those men. And then, also it 
•was, tb.at the officers of the ship drew 


- tfieir revolvers. 


"Stand back!" they cried. "Only 


women and children go into the boats." 


Some of the men leaned against the 


rail and looked down over the tower- 
ing sides of the ship. Others slo\\l.\ 
paced the deck as if they wei e wait- 
ing. 


Three Steerage Men Shot. 


The ship sank lower and lowr. 


Three revolver shots were heard. 
Three passengers in the steerage had 
attempted to force their way past the 
sailors and had been wcthlesBly shot 
dow>. 


By thla tlfcue the passengers on the 


deck who remained In possession of 


their faculties observed the huge 
masses of ice which the Titanic had 
rent from the berg with which it had 
collided. Of the scene in the bow, 
where over a hundred and fifty feet of 
the ship's length had been crushed in, 
there were no witnesses until an hour 
afterward, when the lifeboats were all 
in the water. 


Heroism Asserts Itself. 


The ship had now listed to a terrible 


angle. Men, in the throes of panic, 
attempted to reach the boats and were 
pushed back. And in that moment 
the heroism of hundreds asserted it- 
self. It was the passengers who push- 
ed back these panic-stricken few and 
not the sailor.* Of the individual 
deeds of heroism only a few have as 
yet been told. But those few are the 
fore-runners of thousands. 


Soon most of the boats had been 


lowered and still a full realizing sense 
of the extent of the disaster had not 
dawned upon all that mass of men. 


But, finally, all the boats had been 


lowered. Then, the sailors, seeing wo- 
men standing and running about, 
cried: 


"All womea to the lower deck!" 
There began a rush to the lower 


deck, and there it was that the nearest 
semblance to a panic began. Some of 
the women were seized by sailors and 
deliberately thrown over the rail into 
the boats. 


The weaker men, by scores, began 


to jump overboard. The lifeboats be- 
gan to draw away from the ship. 


As they drew away those who were 


floating among the cakes of ice in the 
sea cried aloud piteously for help. 
Those who could seized the sides of 
the lifeboats. In many cases they 
were pulled aboard. 


One Lifeboat Capsizes. 


In many cases the sailors who man- 


ned the boats rowed deliberately on, 
heedless of all supplications, for their 
boats were full. One boat was observ- 
ed to overturn. What capsized it is 
not yet known—-probably a number of 
men in the sea struggling to board 
her. 


Several more pistol shots were 


heard on board the ship. And then, 
suddenly, above the murmur of the 
sea and the crunching of the ice floes 
there rose a steadily increasing cry 
from the doomed ship—a cry in which 
hundreds upon hundreds of voices 
mingled. 


And the women in the lifeboats were 


screaming, each to her husband or her 
brother: 


"Jump! 
We'll pick you up!" was 


heard on every side. 


The lights of the Titanic were still 


shining, but she was sinking steadily 
by the bow. The screams of men and 
.women began to increase in volume. 
From the lifeboats the huge Titanic 
loomed a huge mass of blackness, dot- 
ted with countless tiny lights. None 
of these illuminations were sufficient 
to reveal either face or incident. But 
these lights were steadily sinking be- 
neath the surface of the v. c.icr. 


Among the innumerable deeds cf 


heroism of that hour there was one 
attested by many witnesses. The srnl- 
crs attempted to pull Mrs. Tsador 
Straus from her husband's side, bul 
she clung to his arm, smiling 
She 


had decided to remain wiih him She 
sank with him. 


Women Row Lifeboat. 


In the hurry ot embarking, one of 


the lifeboats had been lowered without 
a single sailor in it. Three men had 
been picked up by this boat, but the 
women T,\ ere rowing. And the women 
between the thwarts were screaming 
to their loved ones in agony. 


•Then, suddenly, above all the wail- 


ing of that desolate scene there arose 
the "strains of the ship's orchestra 
p'lay ing "Nearer, My God, to Thee!" 


And for the'first time thqse in the 


lifeboats realized that those who were 
left behind knew that they were doom- 
ed. A few voices rose in accompani- 
ment to the melody. The chorus swell- 
ed louder and louder. The lights sunk 
lower and lower. 


The lifeboats were pulling from the 


ecene as fast as they could. But while 
they were still within sight of the ship 
the lights began to go out with start- 
ling swiftness. 


The screams and shouts of those on 


board still resounded through the air. 


The last light went out and the 


music ceased. 


The peerless Titanic had sunk be- 


neath the waves.

the Cunard Pier, and outsde as the 
survivors were being hurried away to 
homes and hotels, will live a lifetime 
in the memory of those

nessed' them. 


Men in hysterics, women fainting, 


and children almost crushed in the 
arms of those welcoming them, were 
the rule, not the exception. Men fell 
down to kiss the knees cf their re- 
turning womenfolk. Women shriek- 
ed, wept, dashed in madness from one 
group of friends to another, and final-

The sight of

The precautions taken for the pro- 


motion of the survivors proved en- 
tirely adequate, and, fortunately, all 
ihe ambulances and relief corps tha* 
liad been gathered at the pier were 
aot necessary. 


The number of badly injured on 


ihe Carpathia was not nearly as large 
us had been imagined, and cases re- 
quiring hospital relief were merciful- 
Jy few. 


But the strain on those who landed 


a strain that has existed now since 
midnight last Sunday, was plainly tc 
be seen in their faces, in their ac- 
tions, in their attitudes and words 
Some could barely 
speak 
above a 


whisper, others could not keep from 
shouting. 
Some could scarcely find 


strength" to walk down the gangplanks 
—others rushed on to the pier as 
though possessed of the energy oi 
maniacs. 


It was a joyous occasion for many— 


a terrible day for some. To the last 
there had been hope in many breasts 
that 
their 
loved 
ones 
would be 


aboard—and at the last those hopes 
were blasted with the icy breath ot 
the news the living brought. 


How the Titanic sank, what hap- 


pened when she sank, was told in as 
many different ways as there were 
people to tell it. But they agreed on 
one thing—that Capt. Smith and his 
officers showed the greatest bravery 
throughout the terrible ordeal, and 
that, except in isolated cases the men 
aboard, from the saloon to the steer- 
age, showed a. heroism worthy of the 
sea. 


When the Ship Went Down. 


Men were playing cards in the 


smoking room when the great ship 
struck the iceberg whose propinquity 
was well known to all aboard, for a 
bulletin of it had been posted in the 
saloon, and when the ship went down 
most 'accounts agree, the band was 
playing "Nearer, My God, to Thee,'- 
while the lifeboats were pulling away 


But it was difficult to get a connect 


ed story from any sufrvivor. 


Mrs. John Jacob Astor, outward!} 


none the worse for her awful experi 
ence, was among the first to be whisk 
ed away to her home. Her stepson 
Vincent Astor, and Craig Biddle had 
come to meet her and the greeting be 
tween them was affecting. She wen' 
direct to the home of her father, Wil 
liam H. Force, but stayed there onlj 
a few moments 


Mr. Biddle, speaking afterward o, 


Mrs. Astor's experiences,

"We rowed away in the lifeboat, I 


should think, for about a mile. It was 
black night. There was no light on the 
Titanic, as the light there had gone 
out, I am told, five minutes before she 
sank. * 


"I could not, of course, see the ship 


go down at the distance we were, but 
I heard the cries and screams of those 
who were on the ship, and, perhaps, 
too, 
of those who Were in the water 


trying to save themselves by clinging 
to lifepreservers. 
We heard

quickly, so they filled ttfe boats with 
those on the deck and got them away. 


"Of the husbands who remained be- 


hind after putting their wives in the 
lifeboats only three were reunited. 


"We were a mile away from the Ti- 


tanic when there was a great explo- 
sion. It appeared to me as if the boil- 
ers had blown up and the Titanic had 
been lifted up amidships and broken 
in half. This is the way it appeared 
to me. 


"The men in the lifeboats took off 


their coats and gave them to the wo- 
men, who were, for the most part, 
scantily clothed. Fortunately, some 
of those rescued had brought blankets 
with them from their staterooms when 
they came up on deck. 
Says Dead Were Thrown Overboard. 


"The most pathetic thing I heard 


was that on one of the boats, a collap- 
sible lifeboat, holding sixteen to twen- 
ty persons, the party were up to their 
knees in water for six hours, so that 
one man had his legs frozen and eight 
died. 


"The eight were thrown overboard, 


to lighten the boat and to keep it from 
being swamped. 


"My impression is that the Titanic 


struck an obstruction at 11:40 and 
sank after about two hours. 
There 


was ice all around us. I can ndver be- 
gin to tell of the feeling which came 
over us when we saw the Carpathia 
approaching in the gray of the early 
morning. It was about 8 o'clock, I 
think. 


"There was no panic on board the 


Titanic that I know about. When I 
was on the deck the officers I saw 
were busy getting the boats over the 
sfdes and directing the 
passengers. 


The men had apparently gone to their 
quarters at the first call of danger. 
The Captain remained on the bridge. 
On the CarpatWa the officers did all 
they could for those they rescued.^

There- 
fore thou shalt not fret thyself be- 
cause thy neighbor's house is finer 
than thine own; neither shalt thou 
Taurden thy husband to enable thee to 
post as a merchant's and a milliner's 
model. 
Thou shalt be a helpmeet

two steps ahead of the bill collector. 
Neither shalt thou wear abbreviated 
garments that make women look too 
short and men too long. 
"4. Thou shalt not place any social

clude that an ideal family is a hus- 
"band, a bull pup and a canary. 
"5, Thou shalt seek first to be a 
igood homemaker, housekeeper and 
cook, and then thou must add any 
other accomplishments that do not 
interfere with thy chief business in 
life. 
Thou must not forget that an 
uncooked apple drove the first hus- 
hand from Paradise; that a poor mess

serve pink tea, preside at whist 
orgies, or to be queen of bargain 
hunters. 
- -"6-. Thou shalt not gossip, in the 
family or out of it, about the .neigh- 
borhood scandal; neither shalt thou 
allow the petty vexations of the fam- 
ily to disrupt the family harmony. 
"7. Thou shalt not complain that 
thou art 'tied down' to thy home and 
to thy babies, for verily, verily, I say

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How to Plant a, Tree Properly 
Prof. H. A. Surface, Pennsylvania 


State Zoologist, has received appeals 
for directions for planting trees so 
they will grow. 
As he has planted 
over 20,000 trees, of which not more 
than one per cent, failed to live and 
thrive, and as this month (April) is 
one of the best for tree planting, and 
as Friday of this week (the 26th) is 
"ne of the Arbor Days very wisely 
designated by Governor Tener for 
tree planting in this state, the in- 
structions by our State Zoologist are 
decidedly timely, and will be found 
practical and useful • for many per- 
sons. 
They are as follows: 


To grow a good .tree certain essen- 
tial 
points 
should 
be 
observed. 


Among these are the following: 
First. It should be a healthy, vig- 


orous tree. As surely as a tree is 
sickly, enfeebled, infected with dis- 
ease germs, or infested with insects 
at the time it is transplanted, this 
condition will be unfavorable to its 
growth, and it can not be expected 
that it will develop into a good tree 
without the removal of the pests as- 
sailing it. 


Second. It should be a young tree 
rather than an old tree. A one-year- 
old tree five feet tall will be much 
more sure to grow than a tree three 
or four years old of the same height. 
Also, a young tree is more easily- 
transplanted with less shock to its 
system from the operation, and with 
less proportionate loss of roots than 
in an old tree. 


Third. 
The roots should be cut 


back to some extent, but the length 
and size of those remaining should 
be proportionate to the size of the 
tree. 
For a one-year-old tree the 


roots should be six or eight inches in 
length, and if possible should extend 
in different directions. 
A deep root 


is not necessary for the growth or life 
of the tree, and in many cases can be 
cut off, thus saving the labor of dig- 
ging a. deep hole. 
Very fine hairy 


roots, which keep the earth from 
pressing close around the other roots, 
should be removed. 
Fourth. 
The top should be cut 
back in proportion to the cutting 
back of the roots. 
This should be 


more severely than most persons be- 
lieve. 
In most cases the tree will 
thrive better if its branches are cut 
back to very short spurs, and from 
two-thirds to three-fourths of its top 
cut off, than though the entire top 
should be permitted to remain at the 
time of transplanting. 
Fifth. 
All broken and decayed or 
diseased parts should be cut away 
both in root and top, and if the top 
is unsystemmetrical'' in its shape, it 
should be cut back to a fair degree 
of. symmetry at this time if ever. 
Sixth. The hole should be dug of 


such depth that when the tree is 
planted and tramped firmly in posi- 
tion it will not stand more than three 
inches deeper in the soil than it 
previously grew. 
Seventh. If the tree is to be plant- 
ed in a plowed or cultivated place 
the preparation should be very thor- 
ough, by deep plowing, about such as 
is done for good potato planting. 
If 
it is a clay subsoil or other impervi- 
ous substrata it should be removed 
hy "digging to a "depth of one or two 
feet more, and a good fertile top 
earth thrown in its place and firmly 
tramped into position when not wet 
enough to cake. 


If the tree is to be planted in soil 
that is not cultivated, the earth 
should be loosened deeply over the 
spot about five or six feet in diame- 
ter. 
From the middle of this spot 
the subsoil should be removed, and 
replaced with good earth to such 
depth as will let the roots stand at 
the desired elevation. 
Eighth. 
It is not enough in hard 


ground or sod merely to dig a small 
hole large enough to hold the roots 
of the tree. In such a case the soil 
around it becomes too dry, and the 
tree fails to thrive. The proper prep- 
aration of a good, broad, deep root 
bed is important in places where the 
ground is uncultivated, as along 
streets, in lawns, school yards, etc. 
In replacing the subsoil that was re- 
moved, use good top earth that is 
about the right moisture to be correct 
for planting seed, but not wet enough 
to pack into a. cake when tramped. 
Then tramp it firmly in the hole be- 
fore setting the tree upon it. 


Ninth. Set the tree in position on 


fertile earth that is damp but not 
wet. 
Spread the roots in different 


directions, but have none looping 
around in the hole. Either dig the 
hole larger, or cut off the long root. 


Tenth. 
Put over the roots about 


two inches of good, loose, fertile soil, 
and tramp it firmly to position. Firm 
this ground closely about all roots, 
and be sure that no space is left be- 
neath the centre. If there are roots 
at different elevations gradually fill 
m the earth until each is covered and 
firmly separated, rather ihan crowd 
them all down and packing them in 
together at one time. 
Next throw about one inch of loose 


earth over that which has been firm- 
ed, and over this scatter some well 
decayed manure or a few spoonfuls of 
commercial fertilizer or plant food of 
any kind. 


Carefully avoid placing artificial 


plant food or manuie in contact with 
the roots. 


Eleventh. Fill the hole with earth 


loosely to within an inch or two of 
the surface oi the- ground. 
Do not 


tramp it. 


Over this loose ground can bo a 


mulch like straw held in place by 
boards, sticks, etc., or cultivate the 
top of the soil by shallow cultivation 
as soon as it is dry enough to do this 
properly after each rain. Do not use 
water in planting a tree unless the 
soil is dry, in which event it can be 
well soaked by pouring on several 
buckets of water after the roots are 
entirely covered. 
The tree should 


not be shaken after watering.

it. before the blossoms open, and even 
before the growth has started much. 
The largo stubs should bo painted 
with tar paint or oil paint. Be care- 
ful 
about burning brush near the 


trees as they are easily damaged hy 
heat."

TEST YOUR SKBD CORN 


This Year if You Never Did Before—-

The bard freeze of November 10, 
1911, caught a good deal of the seed 
corn still in the shock, and a good 
deal more of it in the crib. 
It is 


very likely that in both cases the 
vitality of the corn was injured and 
In some cases almost destroyed. 
There has not been a time for years 
when seed corn testing is as neces- 
sary as now. 
A tester can easily be made in the 


rollowing way: 
Take a box three 
.nches deep (knock one together if 
you must), fill it level full of sifted 
jround; rule it off on all four sides 
nto sections two inches apart; drive 
tacks at the section points, leaving 
the tack head project a little. Stretch 
common wrapping twine across the 
box each way, wrapping it around 
the tacks, so that you have the box 
divided off by the twine into two-inch 
square sections. On the edge of the 
box mark numbers for one way of the 
sections-and letters for crosswise, so 
that each section can be identified by 
its letter and number; line one would 
be section Al, A2, etc., and the next 
line Bl, B2, etc. 
Take from four or five different 


rows of an ear to be tested a single 
grain from each row; and put into 
the ground of the proper section the 
five grains taken from that ear. 
Then mark the letter and number of 
the section on a small piece of paper, 
aud stick it on the butt end of the 
cob with a common pin, so as not to 
get your ears mixed. 
In planting the corn you simply 


have to push the grain in point side 
down until the butt of the grain is a 
little lower than the level of the 
ground. 
The ground in the tester 


should be moist and should be kept 
moist, from time to time, with water 
from which the extreme chill has 
been taken by a very little warm wa- 
ter added. 
After the tester is loaded keep it 
in a warm place. It is out of the 
road under the kitchen stove; but if 
you keep it there you will have to 
moisten it frequently. 
However, that 
will pay, as germination is much 
quicker under such conditions. And 
the probability is that you will have 
to load the tester several times be- 
fore you get enough ears showing 
100% strong sprouts to furnish you 
with the seed you -will need. Do not 
make .the mistake of planting from 
ears that show only partial germina- 
tion or weak germination. Work un- 
til you'have plenty of ears that show 
the full 100% of strong, healthy 
sprouts. 
No work you can do just 


now is more important. If you have 
boys or girls on your farm, they can 
0.0 it for you if you give them a little 
help and encouragement. 
If you keep this work up until you 


have set aside more ears than you 
will need; then take the scales and 
weigh the ears and throw out the 
lightest ones. The weight almost al- 
ways means more corn; the differ- 
ence in the cobs is slight. And if you 
plant seed thus tested and then se- 
lected, your chance of filling the crib 
this fall is going to be very much im- 
proved.

Experiments of various sorts have 
been made in the army with a view of 
photographing the flight of shots 
from the heavy guns. 
These were 


begun 
to secure records of the 


splashes made by the shots falling 
into the water. 
So successful were 
these efforts that .the photographers 
were encouraged to attempt the mak- 
ing of a picture of a shell as it left 
the gun. . . . After repeated at- 
tempts it was determined to make 
the projectile itself operate the cam- 
era. 
Electrical connection was made 


between the camera and the bore of 
the gun so that the series of resulting 
photographs would show the various 
steps in the discharge from the time 
the charge of powder is exploded un- 
til the projectile is clear of the gun 
and well on its way to its mark. The 
success which attended this method 
is demonstrated by several illustra- 
tions in the May Popular Mechanics 
Magazine.
